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Dodder Aphids 


Aphids have sometimes been found vo be abundant on dodder, or love yine 
(Cuscuta) moa few Utah alfalta fields heavily intested with this plant parasite. 
-lphis middletont Chomas and ./phis medicayginis Noch both were abundant on 
dodder, .f. medicayinis also being abundant on alialta, in a poorly cultivated alfalta 
held near logan, from the time when the first observation was made on Septem- 
ber 4, through September 18, 1926. The field again was conspicuously infested, 
the same two <fplis species again infesting Cuscuta parasitic on alialia, and ob- 
servations were repeatedly made from August 22 to October 12, 1927. Aphis 
hehiantht Monell (Det. M.A. Palmer) was collected upon Cuscuta at Riverdale.
